With Children as Schools Open 


To avoid accidents with reopen- 
ing of school Monday, the Upland 
police department today requested 
parents to sit down with their 
children and discuss safety pre- 
cautions with them. 

The police department urges all 
folks to consider safety in all its 
phases by discussing it in family 
circles. Accidents occur not only 
on the streets but also in the home, 
at work and at play. 

Parents are asked to instruct 
children to cross streets only at 
intersections where safety zones 
are provided for their safety. They 
should be told to look both ways 
‘sefore crossing the street. At 
play, they should be cautioned 
about roller skating and coasting 
wagons out of driveways onto the 
streets and against playing in the 
streets. 

The police department reminds 
that rules of the road apply to all 


bicyclists. In riding bicycles ride 
as close to the right hand curb as 
possible, never zig-zag in traffic, 
look both ways when approaching 
an intersection and give proper 
arm signals when turning and 
stoppinz.

In 
riding at night, bicycles should be 
equipped with headlights and red 
reflector buttons Bicycles should

GRAPE PRICES SET (40 FATHERS, SONS 


AT $90 TON 


Buyers are quoting prices of 
$90 to $100 a ton for grapes to 
be crushed in the West End and 
Slightly higher rates an those to 
be shipped east, it was reported 
taday, 

There are no ceiling prices on 
wine grapes and the prices are 
dependent upon demand. These 
prices are approximately the 
same as those prevailing a year 
ago. ; 

While the harvest labor supply 
is strained today, Ted MacLaren, 
manager of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Farmers association, re- 
ported migrant workers are fin- 
ishing their harvesting in the 
Fresno valley and will come to 
the West End vineyards within 
a week or 10 days. 

Harvest, losses due to labor 
shortages have been relatively 
light. Considerably more dam- 
age was caused last week by ex- 
; cessively high temperatures, re- 
sulting in shrivelling of grapes in 
some vineyards. 

Stone L. Virene, farm place- 
ment manager in the county, an- 
nounced this week that grape 
pickers. are paid on an. average of 
10 cents for a 40-pound box, 
Average pickers can harvest 70 
boxes a day, while gond ones can 
ga ag high as 120 hoxes, hé found. 

Haryesting will probably be 
completed by the end of October 
in most vineyards in the Cuca- 
monga-Guasti area, although the 
Italian Vineyard Co. at Guasti 
expects to be harvesting until 
mil-November. H. Baccigaluppi 
explained that the Italian Vine- 
yard Co., operating the largest 
vineyard in the world with 5000 
acres under cultivation, requires 
a longer harvest season. Labor 
has been obtained to meet the 
company’s requirements, he stat- 
ed, .
